1- Machiavelli's "The Prince" has had a great influence on modern politics, 
Machiavelli explained that the goal for a ruler is always to maintain the power 
and stability of the state this requires the use of tactics that are disrespectful, 
unethical, deceptive, corruption, violence and deception instead of using ethical 
tactics, respectful and fair, this happens to ensure the security of the state. This 
may explain why politicians behave and do deceitful and corrupt things to 
achieve political and economic goals. The play "The Prince" has been used to 
have an excuse why they behave in such a way. 


“The Prince, published posthumously in 1531, is a treatise on political doctrine 
written by Niccolo Machiavelli, an Italian writer, diplomat and political 
philosopher of the Renaissance period. 


The work is addressed to Lorenzo de Medici, known as ‘the Magnificent’, to whom 
Machiavelli explains how to act and what to do to unify Italy and bring it out of 
the crisis in which it finds itself. 


Although it was written in 1513, during Machiavelli's confinement in San 
Casciano, due to accusations against him for conspiring against the Medici, it 
would not see the light of day in Rome until 1531. The book thus functions as a 
response to this accusation. 


The Prince, by Niccolo Machiavelli, constitutes an important contribution to the 
modern conception of politics. In this sense, it is a work that contradicts the 
philosophical tradition of ancient political thought in which political practice is 
overshadowed by the idealization of utopian governments and cities. 


On the contrary, in The Prince, Machiavelli establishes that the real exercise of 
politics involves real situations with real men and real peoples, whose behaviors, 
decisions and actions generally do not necessarily respond to morality but to the 
laws of power. 


Thus, the importance of this treatise lies in the fact that it lays bare the practical 
truths of power and shows how the exercise of power frequently contradicts or 
obviates moral precepts. Hence, instead of devoting himself to making 
judgments on morality or religion, he focuses more on questions of political 
strategy. 


In this way, Machiavelli sets out in detail the way in which the ruler must deal 
with the different situations or circumstances that arise, and establishes that the 
main purpose of political practice is to successfully conserve power 
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2- “It was written in the pre-Renaissance period, between the 13th and 14th 
centuries, a period in which a renewal of the cultural world was brewing in Italy 
thanks to what would be the arrival of Humanism in the Renaissance era; this 
period was the transition between the medieval mentality and the 
announcement of a Renaissance spirit. It was in this context that the poet Dante 
Alighieri emerged, along with other Italian humanists such as Francesco Petrarca 
and Giovanni Boccaccio. 


Dante Alighieri, whose real name was Durante di Alighiero degli Alighieri, also 
called "the Supreme Poet" (in Italian "il Sommo Poeta"), was born in Florence, 
Italy, in 1265. Dante was educated in literature, philosophy, astrology, history, 
theology, ethics and politics, and his most famous book is the Divine Comedy, 
considered a masterpiece of Italian literature and one of the greatest texts of 
world literature. 


Approximately in 1307, Dante began to compose the Commedia, later qualified 
by Giovanni Boccaccio as Divina, to be called then the Divine Comedy. Dante 
also called it a sacred poem, as an allusion to the pilgrimage through the "other 
world" described in the text: it is the journey from darkness to light. 


The poem is written in the first person and tells the story of a man (Dante 
himself) who is allowed to travel to Paradise, but first must pass through Hell and 
Purgatory. 


He has two guides on this journey: Virgil, in the first instance, and then Beatrice. 
These three are thus the main characters of the poem: Dante as author and 
protagonist, personifies humanity and the fall before sin; Virgil - a poet Dante 
admired and author of the Aeneid - represents reason and is the one who guides 
Dante through Hell and Purgatory; and Beatrice, the poet's love, personifies faith 
and purity, so she will be the one to guide him through Paradise. 


The Divine Comedy follows the path from the center of the Earth, where Lucifer 
is, to the dominion of God. The theme of the work is the poet's journey through 
the afterlife. In his work we find great ability to describe hell, circles, suffering 
and sinners.” 


Dante Alighieri's work "The Divine Comedy" has been used as a representation 
for many people to create hell using the description of the place as well as the 
names that appear in the work, it has been used in many movies, television 
series and video games using elements that appear in detail in "The Divine 
Comedy" to represent hell and paradise, television series and video games using 
elements that appear in detail in "The Divine Comedy" to represent hell and 
paradise, for example, the names of the three wise men, Gaspar, Melchior and 


Balthazar, who appear in the work are well known in popular culture as they are 
used by many other people to create "hell". 
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3- Sandro Botticelli's work "The Birth of Venus" has inspired many fashion 
designers to make other types of clothing models, also have been used as 
sources of inspiration for advertisements and advertising campaigns that seek 
the beauty of the female body. The tunics, clothes and all the clothes that we 
can see in the work of "The Birth of Venus" have been used as a source of 
inspiration for many fashion designers and have influenced fashion in various 
ways to be able to dress the way they did before. 


“Sandro Botticelli's representation of the human body has been a source of 
inspiration for many artists in today's fashion and advertising. The Birth of Venus 
or La nascita di Venere by Sandro Botticelli was painted between 1482 and 1485, 
in the historical context of the Renaissance. It is the first painting on canvas 
painted in Tuscania, Italy. The work is approximately 1.80 meters high and 2.75 
meters long and is currently in the Uffizi Museum in Florence, Italy. 


The Birth of Venus is part of the Renaissance sensibility, a time of renewed 
representation of the myths of Classical Antiquity, in which the Renaissance 
artists found hidden truths about human nature. This meant a true defense of 
anthropocentric humanism against the theocentrism of the past. 


Thanks to the social power of the Medici family, the artists under their protection 
were able to work on mythological commissions without the Church being able to 
prevent them. This was the beginning of the secularization of culture. 


One of the most important mythological figures was that of Venus. 


Botticelli was commissioned by Lorenzo Pierfrancesco de Medici to represent the 
story of the birth of this pagan goddess, a deity that finds its equivalents in the 
Egyptian goddess Isis or lemanja in Umbanda, among others. 


The scene of Botticelli's canvas is inspired by this figure. The works that could 
have served as reference to Sandro Botticelli in The Birth of Venus are varied, 
although there are controversies among experts. These are: 


Angelo Poliziano's poem (1454 - 1494), a protégé of Lorenzo de Medici; 
Homer's hymn (1488) published by Demetrius Calcocondilas (1423 - 1511); 


the work The Metamorphosis, written by the Roman poet Ovid (43 B.C. - 17/18 
A.D.), which describes the Greek myths of the creation of the world from the 
elements to the mutation of the gods into mortals.” 
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4- Michelangelo's figure of "David" has been used as an inspiration for beauty 
and physical perfection in Western culture. David's sculpted body has been 
referred to as a symbol of beauty and physical perfection, which has been very 
popular in this age of fitness and fashion, the pursuit of "physical perfection". 


“The sculpture David was made by the Florentine artist Michelangelo Buonarroti 
between 1501 and 1504, when the young man was not yet thirty years old. The 
subject had already been treated by sculptors such as Verrocchio, Ghiberti and 
Donatello, but Michelangelo was the first to fix his attention, not on David's 
triumph, but on the previous moment. 


Michelangelo focused his attention on the man and his human qualities, those 
same virtues that would allow him to face the threat of a giant. Not for nothing 
did Michelangelo's David become a symbol of the Italian Renaissance. 


Standing 5.17 meters high and weighing 5.5 tons, the sculpture was 
commissioned by the Opera del Duomo for the cathedral of Santa Maria del Fiore 
in Florence. But both its dimensions and its quality meant that it was destined for 
the Piazza della Signoria, where it remained until the 19th century. Today the 
David is located in the Galleria dell'Accademia in Florence, Italy.” 
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
